Claim 2 (Currently Amended ) An anastomotic devic e comprising 
means apparatus for placing an inside edge surface of an incision in a first 
vessel in abutting healing contact with an inside edge surface of an incision in a 
second vessel se to establish a flow between the vessels hoal together at the 
inside e dge surfaces of the vessels, and a hemostatic m e dium , said apparatus 
comprising: a stiffening framework having essentially no material memory, 
formed of a deformable material which causes the framework to remain in a 
second configuration after being deformed from a first configuration; and means 
for attaching said stiffening framework to said body, and moans for attaching 
said body to vessels, said means for attaching said body to v e ss e ls including 
pittSr the vessels to hold the edge surfaces of the incisions in contact while 
permitting the framework to be shaped to define a flow path between the 
vessels .

so that an inner e dge of the second vessel adjacent to the incision therein is 

spaced from an inner edge of the mounting structure; 

D) fastening the mounting structure to the second vessel in 
surrounding relationship to the incision therein to bring peripheral surfaces of 
the incisions in the first and second vessels into healing contact while providing 
an open flow path between the vessels through the incisions; and 

F) fastening the mounting structure to the second ves s el; and 

G)-E) shaping the mounting structure to define a desired flow area 
between the first and second vessels.
